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City Water Works 
Approvedjby People 


Bonds to Amount of #105,000 Passed 
.Upon Favorably by City Voters At 
Election Monday—Work Will Cdni- 
mence 'at Once, With Actual Con­ 
struction Beginning in Sarly Bummer.: 


An entering wedge, which may mean 
many other progressive steps for" the 
city of Covina, was that of the voting 
of $105,000 on Monday of this woekj 
with whieh to ( build a municipal water 
system. The two-thirds vote necessary 
to carry this bond issue was exceeded 
by 17 votes, making a safe margin. 
The proposal to build a city hall for 
$5,000 was lost, principally bocause a 
number of'the voters were not aware 
that it was, on the ballot. 


The city trustees will proceed rapidly 
with all the preliminary work, and it 
is understood, that the, bonds will be. 
ready for placing on the market about 
the first of May. Consulting Engineer 
Trask has publicly stated that the* plant 
can bo built this summer and fall be­ 
fore the rains come, and that with or­ 
dinary good luck it should be in opera­ 
tion with the opening of the year of 
1917. 
' 


The plans call for ft now 
system 
throughout, beginning the sinking of 
wells north of the city in the San Ga­ 
briel gravel strata between Azusn ave­ 
nue and Citrus avenue, with the use of 
Deisel engines for pumping. A twelve- 
inch main will lead from 
a sottling 
reservoir to the main reservoir on the 
high lands northeast of the city, 
The 
city-will be supplied by ton- and oigkt- 
inch mains, with four- and six-inch lat­ 
erals. Nothing smaller than four-inch 
pipes will be used.

The principal objection to the p 
1 res­ 
ent water system has been that it did 
not give adequate fire protection, owing 
to n large amount of two-inch piping in 
the system, and because of a lack of 
water pressure at certain seasons of the 
year. 
The old. system furnishes 
but 
about twenty. inches . of water, while 
the new system is designed to furnish 
at |east one hundred inches. This will 
give an ample amount of water, not 
only for domestic purposes, but 
for 
fire protection, the watering of lawns, 
and the planting of vacant lots and 
back lots. The city will also institute 
a system of irrigating the' parking 
spaces along the city streets, it is un­ 
derstood. 


The -wat'r-users in tho city produce 
an annual- revenue of about $12,000, at 
the rate'of $1.25 minimum. This assures 
the payment, of all interest on the bond 
issue, the establishment of a sinking 
fund with which to retire bonds, and 
the cost of maintenance, according to a 
statement made by the engineer. 
With 
the system self-supporting 
from 
the 
star 
1, it will be nd .burden whatever-to 
the taxpayers, as all cost is taken care 
of by the revenue. 
It is understood 
that when the bonds are issued- they 
will be sold at an interest rate of Ave 
per cent.' Several tentative offers at 
this rate of interest have already been 
received. 
The 
bond 
market 
in 
the 
United States is at present very eager 
to buy municipal bonds at this rate, 
and with a substantial premium. 
The 
bonds will probably run for forty years, 
and it is considered that a water sys­ 
tem is as much benefit to the coming 
generation as to the present one. 
The 
system Is designed to take care of the 
needs of the city for'.ftll time to come.

IMMIOBATION STATISTICS 


OBAPHICALLY SHOWN. 


At the recent meeting of tho "School 
Afternoon" mothers and teachers, held 
at the high school, the address of Miss 
Ethel Richardson, secretary for South­ 
ern California of the state immigration 
commission, was of unusual interest, 
her statistics being shown most graphi­ 
cally and convincingly by several large 
charts. Taking the recent survey made 
of the city of Los Angeles tp deter­ 
mine the number of foreign-born resi­ 
dents, the talk wa's particularly enlight­ 
ening as regards. tho' problem of the 
alien in this state—the cost, the danger, 
and the opportunity of making ronl 
Americans. The result of the survey 
showed practically 148,000 people , of 
foreign'birth in the city of Los Ange­ 
les, and those who know the conditions 
best, feel that the estimate is extreme­ 
ly conservative. 


The story of actual work being done 
for 
the 
education, 
of 
these 
people, 
through home teachers, night schools, 
citizenship classes and other education­ 
al effort, was interestingly told. At the 
closo of the talk, many questions were 
asked Miss Eichardson, showing 
the 
very deep interest in the topic discuss­ 
ed. 


The March school afternoon will bo 
of more than usual interest, as Miss El­ 
liott and her high school home econom­ 
ics classes will give a very practical 
demonstration upon citrus fruits. Many 
recipes have been tested in the classes 
antl these will be demonstrated.

It varies with individuals and 
according to the status of women in 
the foreigner's home country. 
There 
would be less danger in marrying into 
a race that was touchable or adaptable 
than into one which was stolid and 
egotistical. Race prejudice in the com­ 
munity must also bo an added difficulty 
in push marriages.

Theso aro some of the "now joys 
likely to be added to life in California, 
thanks to tho University of Califor­ 
nia's new correspondence course in 
somi-Jtropical fruits which experiment 
has now shown suited to California 
conditions. 
There is already a con­ 
siderable acreage of commercial orch­ 
ards of the Japanese persimmon, for 
instance. This luscious fruit adorns tho 
fruit markets of San Francisco and is 
boing shipped oast. Some of the var­ 
ieties grown in California are so free 
from astringoncy that they can bo nib­ 
bled when crisp liko an apple. Few 
people havo as yef; however, discover­ 
ed the delightful possibilities of drying 
persimmons fo» use as a sort of con­ 
fection, or to bo cooked as a table deli­ 
cacy. 


One new fruit from Uruguay, the 
foljoa, or pineapple' guava, has boen 
found ab}o to stand as low a tempera- 
tnro as ton degrees. .Its flavor and its 
delicious fragrance are making strong 
claim to recognition. 


None of the mangoes yet tried in 
California have proved commercially 
satisfactory, so endeavor is now .being 
made to bring new strains from tho 
temperate portions of India, since tho 
varieties thus far grown havo been too 
tropical in origin for groat success 
under California conditions.

Tho t'arob bean, or St. John'sbread, 
an important source of food in south

A fertile soil is the basis 
of successful agriculture, and it seem­

'tfjbuted b y Mr.*'Boss and, they were 
planted. And along in the • fall the* crop 
was "plowed under. As a result of the 
fertility added by the plowing under 
this crop of cowp'eas the yield of pota­ 
toes the following year was increased 
twenty-five bushels an acre over a 
similar plot that did not grow a crop 
of cowpeas. Corn was incVeased at the 
rate of nine bushels an acre. The seed 
bod upon which., tho wheat was sown 
was poor. It is not an easy matter to 
prepare a suitable seed bed after plow­ 
ing under a green manuring crop. 
It 
is usually a better plain to follow the 
turning under of a crop of cowpeas 
with corn. Tho purpose of this demon­ 
stration, however, was accomplished. 
It showed .that even so Bimple a mea­ 
sure, as turnin gback a little fertility 
in tho form of a green manure crop, 
would immdeiately show in the cTop 
following. 


The farm bureau of Leavenworth 
"county has been systematically work­ 
ing along the line of soil improvement 
ever since its organisation.

In 1915 the" scales were iprend 
by the wind over this entire block of 
clean trees' and* oh the outside rows as 
many as one hundred scales were found 
on a single leaf. There were more than 
three times as many scales on the trees 
immediately adjoining infested trees 
as on the next row away, and threo 
times as many scales on the windward 
side as there were on the leeward side 
of the t rees, The. scales, however, 
spread from the neighboring groves in 
more or less numbers over his entire 
four-acre 
block in a single 
season 
through the agency of tho wind. 


To keep the trees cjean under such 
circumstances it would be necessary to 
fumigate 
every 
year, where if the 
neighboring grorei had,been fumigated 
at the same time, this expense would 
not have been necessary for three or 


four years.' Pepper and olive trees 
bordering on citrus groves are also im­ 
portant sources for reinfesting the 
treated citrus trees.
